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Final Vote on the Bond Bill 


Today. 


ADDRESSES FOR AND AGAINST IT 


Palmer Gives Notice of Amendment. 


Both Houses Hold Night 


Sessions. 


WASHINGTON, January 31.—The final 


vote on the bond silver bill will be taken 
in the senate at 2 o'clock tomorrow, an 
agreement to that effect having been 
reached today .This brings to a conclusion 
a debate covering many days. The 
agreement came rather unexpectedly 


' at the close of Mr. Vilas' apeecb. He 


had talked for three hours, and was 
about to be followed by'Bates, when 
Chandler precipitated tho question of a 
final vote by stating that he would ask 
unanimous consent for a recess from 4 
until 7.30 o'clock. 
. 


Mr. Harris of Tennessee put the vot- 


ing proposition in more definite form by 
asking that the agreement cover a recess 
from 4 until 7.30 tonight, a further re- 
cess until 11 a.m. tomorrow, then tho 
five minute rule of debate to apply, ex- 
cept to Mr. Morrill, the venerable head 
of the finance committee, and finally a 
vote on tho bill and all amendments at 
2 o'clock. 


The presiding officer declared the 


unanimous consent to the agreement to 
bo in force. 


Vilas then addressed the senate in op- 


position to the pending bill. 


"It will," said Mr. Vilas, "never be 


necessary to discuss this hilt as it came 
from the house; but it may be aaid that 
it deserves its fate, strangled by silver. 
It was but the fraudulent pretext of a 
response to the exigency which it is pro- 
fessed to meet, which it denied, while it 
avowed their wisdom. With the excep- 
tion of tho provision for emergency cer- 
tificates—which ought to stand in the 
permanent statutes—the house bill con- 
tained nothing commendable. Every- 
thing else was but a mockery of the leg- 
islation made by our fiscal conditions. 


"And so again, ae a year ago, parti- 


sanship or 
imbecility, or both, has 


etricken congress with paralysis, and 
the rescue of prosperity from its recur- 
ring peril has been thrown upon the ex- 
ecutive. It is almost as fortunate as 
fortuitous that an old statute has re- 
mained untouched during our financial 
madness, which can again serve the 
turn, and, although in a clumsy way 
when considered with reference to exist- 
ing conditions and suitable measures of 
relief, yet it shows that God's pity and 
mercy are not wholly withdrawn from 
tIBt 


"If," 
he continued, "any trusted 


agent in private affairs should HO deny 
duty and abuse truat as congress did a 
year ago, and now repeats, no judgment 
In their condemnation would be too 
eevere. Over $16,000,000 in the public 
debt were thrown away in the reckless 
rage of partisanship; and the injury 
that must now be sustained by the peo-

for the aama reason is probably no 
, although the uxact measure of it ia 


not so clear. 


"The Republican management was 


able to show the pretense that except 
for the Populists and free silveritos 
there might have been rcHi*.t, It la true, 
then, that this bill has now unmaeked 
the fact, by denying under Republican 
dictation the only remedy available (or 
tho increase of mischief." 


Declaring that tho bill aa it came 


from the house was a more sham and 
fraud, .Mr. Vilaa proceeded to show that 
the senate a mend men ts made it worse 
than the original measure. 
"It was a bud stock," he asserted, 


"though it hns been budded with u 
worse Bcioti. The host hope IB that both 
will shrivel and die in the desert air of 
tho senate." 


He then proceeded at considerable 


length to diflcUBS the free coinage pro- 
vision of the ponding bill, declaring that 
the financial distress and public misery 
for the past three years were the direct 
product of tho efforts to force silver 
upon the country. 


"And," lie said, "our course of relief 


ia a return to sound principles." 


Be contended that the silver mine 


owners were largely responsible for the 
agitation for free coinage, and after as- 
serting that silver mining was confined 
to the western states, he stated that the 
mines were owned by comparatively few 
people and largely corporations, who, by 
the employment of labor, often make 
large profits on a comparatively email 
outlay. He declared the people of the 
Rocky mountains to be subservient to 
the mine holders. 


Referring to the claims of the debtor 


class, flaying that at best they asked to 
have something taken by law from one 
cla&s for another class, he claimed that 
free coinage law would be especially 
hard upon pensioners—an unspeakable 
and unparalleled outrage. Indeed, inch 
a piece of legislation would be, to sum 
up, a genuine shame. 


Mr. Vilas speech waa a vivid word 


picture of Democracy, menaced on the 
one hand by federalism, rejuvenated in 
the Republican party, and on the other 
by the "portentious cloud of a party 
never known in the dayi of Democratic 
justice, charged with0 wild, fantastic 
theories of social disorder, and wilder 
schemes of remedy, threatening, should 
it grow apace, no one can foretell with 
what violence or social tempest, 


"This party will continuapn ita great 


career, yielding neither one side nor the 
other to the reactionary forces of old 
absolutism or red Qres of anarchy." 


Aa Mr. Vilas proceeded there were oc- 


casional sharp exchanges between him 
and other senators. 


Mitchell interjected a question aa to 


the bond transaction of last year. Vilns 
justified the course taken under the exi- 
gencies of the time, while Mitchell do- 
nominated the course of the bond pur- 
chasers in buying on the theory of ail 
ver payments and yet demanding am 
expecting gold payments as a '"bunco 
same." 
The talk of the gold isaue last year 


brought Tillman of South Carolina tc 
his feet for the first time since his recen 
•ensational speech.

readily yielded to several senators, bu 
in response to Mr, Tillman's request tc 
put a question the Wisconsin senate 
abruptly declined to yield further, say 
ing i; interrupted the course of hia argil 
ment. There was a momentary awk 
ward lull with Mr. Tillman still on hi 
feet, and then Mr. Vilaa included th 
question. 


"What was the price of bonds on th 


market on the day of the bond sale?' 
asked Mr. Tillman.

the-wisp," responded Mr. Vilas. " 
have already answered that and I refe 
the senator to the record."

faithful to him. When he was arrested 
ho gave a Btory to the effect that sho had 
been killed by the accidental discharge 
of his piatol. But at the trial letters 
were introduced to show that hia wife 
had an affection for another man. When 
Christ accufed his wife of infidelity she 
laughed at him, and asked him what he 
was "going to do about it," and he shot 
her.

able citizen.

DR. GEEEN A LUNATIC FOU THAT 


LENGTH OF TIME 


An a Result of Beiutr Sandbagged

Treeu, an Oakland dentist, has lost 
sloven days out of his life as a result of 
teing eandbanged. On the night of De- 
cember 26th a man waa found wander- 
ng about the streets of Oakland.

ought wildly when stopped by the po- 
ice aud was unable to tell his name. 
After being detained in jail for several 
lays he was declared Insane and sent to 
Agnewa 
asylum. On 
January 6th, 


eleven days later, the man come to his 
senses and was released from the asy- 
lum. Of the events that occurred dur- 
ing those eleven days his mind retained 
no memory. He Knew that he had been 
assaulted and robbed, and gave an ac- 
curate description of one of the men who 
did the work. Dr. Green says that he 
was on his way to San Francisco to pur- 
chase a dental outfit, whon a young man 
approached him and asked him for mo- 
ney. He gave him a com, and later he 
met the same man in company with an- 
other. As ho passed between the two 
men he was ptrtick on the head and 
robbeu of $85. and his jewelry. Ever 
ainco hia return to Oakland Dr. Green 
IBS been looking for the ingrato who 
robbed him, and today he found him. 
John McDonough, a member of the 
Sporting Life gang, was arrested on 
Green's complaint and charged with 
robbery. 


Anti-Railroad Memorial. 


SAN FRANCISCO, January 31.—The com- 


mittee appointed by the recent anti- 
Funding convention to draft a memorial 
to congress protesting against the pas- 
sage of the Pacific rail roads funding bill, 
met today and agreed upon tlio wording 
of the document. Tho memorial, which 
contains about 6000 words, recites the 
history of the alleged dishonest transac- 
tions of the builders of the Pacific roads 
and usks tho government to foreclose 
the mortgages on the roads instead of 
taking possession of and operating the 
road. 


NOT GUILTY. 


SACRAMENTO, January 31.—In the state 


board of examiners today Attorney Gen- 
eral Fitzgerald said he was opposed to 
the purchase of United States govern- 
mant bonds with the state funds. "We 
have no business," declared the attor- 
ney general, with great emphasis, "to 
go outside of this state for bonda when 
thore are county bonds in this state for 
sale. 1 bellevo that if tho state did not 
purchase the county bonds they would 
bo sold for much less than par." 


Secretary of State Brown said he had 


been unable to get county bonds that 
agreed with legal requirements. Gen- 
oral Fit/herald said that he will care- 
fully examine aH county bonds that the 
stale desires to purchase, so the objec- 
tion of the secretary of state would be 
removed. 80 this probably ends tho 
talk about this etato inverting any 
money In the new issue of government 
bonds. 


Secretary of State Brown asked At- 


torney General Fitzgerald If he had done 
anything with tho Kovalev reward mat- 
ter, which IIHI) been referred tn him. 


"You fellows hud a throe-days' wran- 


gle over tho tlunir," said the General, 
"and then you ended the talk by asking 
me to settle it." 


Mr. Brown eaid the only point which 


tho opinion of the attorney general was 
desirod upon waa whether the money 
should bo paid to ono person or could bo 
divided up between so vent I persons. 


General FiUgerald said that undoubt- 


edly the reward could be so distributed. 
Ho would decide the matter fully in a 
yhort time. 


At the afternoon session tlio claim of 


Bateman Bros, of Snn Francisco for $33 
hi connection with the new depot build- 
ing at tlio San Francisco depot came up. 
Thore is a diuputo between tho attorney 
general and the attorney of tho board of 
hnrhor commissioners as to tho pruper 
procedure. Tlio bill was passed, the 
governor and secretary of state voting 
aye and tho attorney ironnral voting no. 
This was a perfect understanding be- 
tween the members. It was understood 
that the attorney general voting no 
should immediately go to tho controller 
and mandamus the payment of tho bill 
so that tho matter could ho immediately 
brought before the supreme court.

pluck and did not flinch on the scaffold. 
About midfiight to visitors and his jail- 
ors he rehearsed the story of the mur- 


ire, speaking in the same reckless way 


as if telling of shooting blackbirds. 


He played "Home Sweet Home" on 


bis violin and went to sleep, being 
awakened by the sheriff at 4 a.m. 


Half an hour before his execution his 


cell mate and a neighbor from his home 
urged him to confess. He burst outcry, 
ing and said: "I am guilty; I killed 
them all. I will write it out/' He 
then wrote the following statement: 


"I did it, I am guilty. Oh, God 


have mercy upon me. Take me as I 
am, a poor sinner, I ain sorry for what 
[ did. God do have mercy on my poor 
soul, for my sake do, and forgive all my 
rins each and every one and foreive 
<hose who sinned against me. Oh, God, 
lelp precious souls to see the way of 
life for my sake. Do help them and 
guide them through this life. Amen. 


(Signed), 
"LLOYD MoKTtiOMBRy." 


The ministers then prayed in his cell* 


VIoutgomery was contrite and wept bit- 
terly. 


Aa ho waa led to the scaffold he said 


;o the sheriff and his attendants: "I 
want you people to know I am sorry for 
what I have done.

On the scaffold the condemned man 


said: "Friends I am sorry for what I 
lavo done and hope you will forgive me, 
and I hope the Lord will be with you.

He went 
into a room uaed to store old check 
hooks, papers, etc., and tying a rope to 
the doorknob, fastened the other end 
around his neck, and the indications are 
tlmt he then pressed his kneea airainut 
tlio door and died by strangulation. 


Before committing the act, he locked 


tho door. His corpse was not found on- 
tu today, although a search had been 
tiding on since Wednesday night. Mr. j 
ISnrnard was 57 years of age. He en- 
tered the bank as discount clerk. In 
1876 he was appointed cashier and haa 
held that position ever since, en joy in?

4,000 teachers »ro employed in tho pub- 
lic school system of Now York whoao 
salaries rango from |GOO to $1,900 :i 
year forwomeu.ainl from $ 1,080 to fit,- 
000 for uieu. But $3,000 is by no menus 
the limit to tbo fimmcial umbitiou of n 
New York schoolteacher. On tho part of 
tho men there are several greater prizes 
withiu their reach if thoyhavothe prop- 
er qualifications aiid eon secure the right 
influence in tho board of education. For 
iustnnco, there is the offlco of assistnut 
Bupor ill ten dim t of public Bchools, of 
which thoro are ten, etch drawing a sal- 
ary of about f 4,000 a year. Then thero 
is tho superintendent's office itsolf, with 
its handsome pay of $7,000, and it has 
boon the goal toward which scores of 
cdaoators in this aud other cities aro 
constantly keeping their eyes. Both tho 
offices uf assistant superintendent ami 
superintendent are filled absolutely by 
the board of education. The assistant 
snperiuteudeut is elected for two years, 
and, as u muttor of practice, has a lifo 
position. Then the mule teachers can 
look forward to a promotion to tho City 
college either as an instructor at a sal- 
ary of $2,500, or a full fledged professor 
at $4,500.

Along in August, the acreage being m 
many eectiono greater than that ever 
devoted to a single crop. In Oklahoma 
alone nearly 50,000 acres were planted 
with the new crop; and every grain of 
it planted grew and thrived to maturity, 
and before the summer waa over the 
farmers beaan to wonder what they 
would do with it all. They knew it waa 
good food for atouk, but there waa not 
stock enough in the territory to conaume 
it, and the product was yet so new that 
it was not recognized in the outBide 
markets. 
Experience had already developed the 


fact that it made a moat admirable feed 
either to winter stock or fatten them for 
market, but with an abundance of the 
grain on hand Oklahoma farmers econ 
diacovored that it was better for homes 
than either corn or oate, making them 
fat and stout, and giving them a sleek, 
glossy appearance. 


When it came to feeding hoga it was 


found that they gained tlesh more rap- 
idly than when fed on common corn,
